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THE PAST AND THE PRESENT, 

JOMN H. EATON, 

Three score years and ten is quite ^ 
long period to live, an but few com- 
paratively live to that age. In looklog 
back at the past since I cau remember 
eventa, wecannot belp but wonder at 
the numerous improvemeute which 
have taken place In lees than three- 
fourths of a century. The jroo horse, 
which now runs over about every part 
of the babitable globe, was seveuly 
years ago slumbering in the bralus of 
men. The mighty telegraph, which 
now flashes ita news over every part of 
the civilized world, and without which 
the rallroada would be almost useless, 
was then an inbabitaut of the clouds, 
and was supposed lo be hy many a 
weapon In the bunds of the ruler of the 
universe for the destruction of sinful 
man. And I could goon naming im- 
provements that would Ali the whole 
side ofa newapaper and not name them 
al); but suffice It to say that there great 
improvements have all been brought 
about in the lifetime of a person living 
eeventy years. 

In recording a little of my life I will 
say I first saw the light of day on the 
28th day of July, 1819. My parents 
came from New England and were de- 
sceudauts from those who came over in 
toe Mayflower and landed at Plymouth 
Rock. My motber died when | was 
four years old, su I hb ve very little re- 
membrance of a mother. My father 
was a very honest, conacieutious mau, 
who, I van say, never wroaged any bu- 
man belog. He was a strict Baptist 
and served in tbe capacity of deacon 
forty-five yeur* in une chur ur 
course I was brought up in tbat faith 
and lived it and believed It until I was 
thirty years old, although there were 
things bappening in tle church occa- 
sionally which shook my religious faith 
and was helping to open my eyes to a 
more liberal view of religious teaching. 

At the age of thirty years clrcum- 
stances took place which entirely revo: 
lution'zed my former belief, aud the 
change was so great ia one month's 
time that I woudered how any our 
could believe that which I ouce believed 
myself. [then fund that I could hold 
sweet converse with those who had 
crossed over tbe river of death, A new 
world seemed to open t» me aud I 
never saw all nature smile and look so 
beautiful as it did thea. I could truly 
say then that I saw Ibe bouutiful Maker 
in all of bis works. The angry God 
had passed «way aod in his room I aw 
nothing but love and benevolence, and 
found mau ba-! no worse enemy to con- 
teud with thao himself or bie fellow 
mau. I can truly aay that [ never 
kuew what true happinees was until 
then, aod what ia b st of all is this bap- 
piness bas hada forty years continu.
